WOMEN INSULT Gives Notice U.S. Will 


RUSSIANS ON VISIT 
TO OHIO SCHOOL 


ZANESVILLE, O., Oct. 26 
(AP)—Two women shouted in- 
sults at four visiting Russian 
diplomats and threatened a 
television cameraman who was 
photographing the Russians 
here yesterday. 

The Women. who were not 
identified, stood beside an 
automobile parked outside 
Zanesville’s modern, $4,000,000 
high school, when the Russians 
emerged after being conducted 
on a tour of the building 

Newsman Art Schreiber of 
station WHIZ-TV, Zanesville, 
was standing on the sidewalk 
taking moving pictures of the 
Russians when he heard the 
women calling, “Damned Rus- 
sians.” 

Schreiber said that when he 
turned to look at the women, 
one threatened: “I'll bash your 
head in.” 

Schreiber attempted to turn 
his camera on the women, but 
they jumped into the car and 
sped away. 

The Russians, headed by 
Viadimir Lavrov, Washington 
embassy counselor, left today 
for Cleveland. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING 
ENDS TOMORROW, 
CLOCK GOES BACK 


Daylight saving time in the 
St. Louis area will end at 2 
a.m, tomorrow. 

The change to standard time 
will involve setting clocks back 
one hour. The immediate ef- 
fect will be to restore to St. 
Louisans the hour of sleep 
they lost April 28, when day- 
light saving started. 

Taverns will now have to 
close at 1:30 a.m. instead of 
2:30 a.m. on week nights. 

For the last two years, by 
action of the Board of Alder- 
men, daylight saving has re- 
mained in effect from the last 
Sunday in April to the last 
Sunday in October. Formerly, 
it ended on the last Sunday in 
September. 


MAO ACCEPTS INVITATION 
TO MOSCOW CELEBRATION 


HONG KONG, Oct. 26 (AP) 
—Red China's chairman, Mao 
Tse-tung, has accepted a Soviet 
invitation to attend the fortieth 
anniversary celebrations of the 
Bolshevik revolution in Mos- 
cow next month, the Peiping 
radio announced today. 

The broadcast said Nikita 
Khrushchev, the Soviet Com- 
munist party boss, invited Mao, 
and that the central commit- 
tee of the Chinese Communist 
party had decided to place 
Mao at the head of the Chinese 
delegation to the Moscow cele- 
brations Nov. 7.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Oct. 26—American strategists 
in the United Nations today be- 
lieved the United States had 
regained the offensive against 
Russia with the speech of the 
chief American delegate, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, accusing the Sov- 
iet Union of attempting to 
make satellites out of the Mid- 
dle Eastern countries. 

“The United States will not 
be stopped by threats or by de- 
famation from continuing to 
offer its understanding and 
support to those nations of the 
Middle East which are being 
threatened by the Soviet Union 
and whose independence the 
Soviet Union seeks to destroy,” 
Lodge declared. 

“We are strong, and our al- 
lies are strong,” he added 

Lodge spoke last evening as 
continued in the 
General Assembly on Syria's 
complaint that Turkey was 
threatening Syrian security and 
international peace. He _ re- 
plied to charges by the Soviet 
foreign minister, Andrei A 
Gromyko that the United 
States wag plotting with Turk- 
ey to attack Syria 

How Delegates React. 

Reactions to Lodge's speech 


were varied. Members of the 
Russian delegation refused to 
comment Farid Zeiniddine, 


the Syrian permanent delegate, 
declared it was “the weakest 
speech the United States has 
ever made here.” 

Zeiniddine, however, can- 
celed his place on the speaking 
program—he had been sched- 
uled to follow Lodge — and 
made no objection to an ad- 
journment until Monday. Im- 
mediately after last night's ses- 
sion he was summoned into a 
conference with members of 
the Russian delegation 

Charles Malik, foreign min- 
ister of Lebanon, an Arab 
country friendly to the United 
States, expressed considerable 
satisfaction with the Lodge 
speech. “At last,” he said, “the 
United States is no longer on 
the defensive.” 

Members of the United 
States delegation said they had 
heard from at least 30 coun- 
tries — including some “neu- 
tralists” not specified by name 
—shortly after the session. All 
expressed delight with Lodge's 
hard-hitting speech, the Ameri- 
cans said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP) 


—President Eisenhower proba- 


bly will go to Paris in Decem- 
ber for a top level NATO con- 
ference, but the French Am- 
bassador said today no final 
decision will be made until all 
NATO governments are heard 
from. 

Herve Alphand, the French 


ambassador, talked to newsmen 


after a conference at the State 
Department. Heappeared to be 
giving the precise state of dip- 
lomatic negotiations following 
yesterday's indications from 
Washington that the President 
and British Prime Minister 
Macmillan were willing to at- 
tend the Paris talks 

A series of NATO govern- 
ment statements that they ex- 
pected this to be a summit 
meeting left in doubt in Wash- 
ington that Mr. Eisenhower 
and Macmillan would be pres- 
ent. The session is scheduled 


for Dec. 16-17. 

Two Nations Have Decided. 
Canadian Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker already has an- 
nounced he will attend the 
NATO conference. And. al- 


though there was no formal an- 
nouncement, an informant in 
Bonn said West German Chan- 
cellor Adenauer also would at- 
tend 

Alphand conferred about 30 
minutes with Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Burke Elbrick. 
He said he had been given a 
fill-in last night by Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles on 
the results of the three-day 
Eisenhower-Macmillan confer- 
ence here and that he met with 
Elbrick to obtain more details. 
“These talks,” Alphand said, 
“appear to the French govern- 
ment as very Satisfactory and 
as developing the right ap- 
proach to the problems we are 
facing in the free world. 

He went on to note that Paul 
Henri Spaak, NATO secretary- 
general, has suggested a meet- 
ing of the NATO council on the 
highest level 

“IT understand,” Alphand 
said, “that the French govern- 
ment would be very glad to ac- 
cept the procedure but we can't 
say what will be the result be- 
fore the other governments 
have given their decisions 

“No decision has been taken 
so far as to the presence of the 
President and Prime Minister 
in Paris because nothing of 
that sort can be decided until 
the 15 nations of the council 
decide what they will do.” 
Spaak Predicts Announcement. 

(‘In Norfolk, Va., Spaak told 
the United Press that he should 
be in a position early next 
week to announce a meeting of 
the heads of state of the NATO 
countries.) 

Amory Houghton, United 
States Ambassador in Paris, 
conferred with French officials 
regarding the NATO session. 

The White House announced, 
meantime, that the President 
will confer Monday with Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, commander of 
NATO forces. Hagerty refused 
to speculate on whether they 
will talk about a possible 
presidential visit to Paris.

The words were contained in 
a 1500-word “declaration of 
common purpose” issued at the 
end of their strategy talks. 

The joint communique de- 
scribed the forthcoming NATO 
meeting, scheduled for Dec. 
16-17, as one which could be 
given a “special character” by 
the far reaching nature of the 
innovations to be discussed.

reasonable laws. 

He suggested Missouri 
change its driver’s license law 
to include a point system of 
classifying traffic offenses. He 
said about a dozen states have 
adopted this method and found 
it effective. 

Under the present law, a 
driver must forfeit his license 
if he commits four moving traf- 
fic violations in two years. 

Weighing of Violations. 

But Wilson said all violations 
should not be given the same 
weight. Running a stop sign, 
for example, should not be con- 
sidered as serious as drunken 
driving. 

Wilson also opposed compul- 
sory tests to determine intoxi- 
cation. He said the Automo- 
bile Club would present de- 
tailed recommendations later. 

Meanwhile he urged the 
committee to keep in mind that 
“the proper purpose of all traf- 
fic legislation is not to impose 
unnecessary or unreasonable 
restrictions on highway traffic 
but to insure, as far as this 
can be done by law and its en- 
forcement, that traffic shall 
move smoothly, expeditiously 
and safely.”

Security Is Paramount 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Because of the ICBM and satel- 
lite developments and the situation 
in the Middle East, the security of 
the United States demands an in- 
cisive reappraisal of both our for- 
eign policy and our defense policy, 
for a crisis in one necessarily cre- 
ates a crisis in the other. 

We urge the President to con- 
sider the advisability of top-level 
changes in the executive depart- 
ments so that new approaches to 
unsolved problems may be found. 
We also call upon him to consider 
the establishment of an over-all 
scientific direction for our scien- 
tific defense efforts and the aban- 
donment of such budgetary limita- 
tions as may hurt these efforts. 

We call upon the newly ap 
pointed Secretary of Defense to 
give immediate consideration to the 
complete co-ordination of scientific 
research among the services rather 
than the continuation of separate 
competitve efforts. 

In the development of the missile 
and satellite programs we believe 
that our agencies should work 
closely with the scientific establish- 
ments of the other members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

Our national security must be 
our paramount consideration and it 
is the primary responsibility of the 
President to exercise immediately 
the leadership so urgently needed.

Novel for the World 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently you published a letter 
from Norma Claywell bitterly con- 
struing the awarding of the Nobel 
prize for literature to the French 
writer Albert Camus as a “blanket 
indictment of the whole American 
literary world.” 

Miss Claywell’s attack on Camus 
will not lessen by a single degree 
an informed appreciation of the gsu- 
perb artistry and supreme moral 
consciousness which the Nobel prize 


committee recognized in “The 
Stranger,” “The Plague,” “The 
Fall” and other works. I suggest 


that Miss Claywell consider care- 
fully the words of the “judge-peni- 
tent” of Camus’s last novel, “The 
Fall.” She will find there a sear- 
ing indictment of human ego. 

But she will also find a program 
of recreated humanism worthy of a 
Diderot or a Jefferson. Such a 
moral humanism is as far beyond 
the “peace of mind” type of senti- 
mentalized psycho-social “religion” 
as the purely literary qualities of 
,Camus’s works are beyond those of 
‘a housewife writing for “kicks.” 

These qualities are such there is 
not a single writer, not an alert, 
inquiring conscience in the civilized 
world, that has not been influenced 
to some extent by one novel, “The 
Stranger’! Has any other work be- 
come a “world novel” in so short 
a time? 

There are some who, in reading 
literature, confuse the recognition 
of human dilemmas and the intense 
expression of agonizing themes with 
pessimism, despair, irreligiosity, 
and worse. They fail utterly to un- 
derstand the artist's role. 

This role, as Thoms Mann has 
brilliantly stated it, may require 
the artist or writer to suffer and 
exhibit all the apparent symptoms 
of disease, insanity, depravity and 
spiritual crime, ‘so that all these 
may be “sacrificed to humanity and 
its advancement, to the broadening 
of its feeling and knowledge—in 
short, to its more sublime health.”

A Merging of Talents 


President Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Macmillan agree that there should be a pooling 
of knowledge about atomic science and atomic 
weapons. This was set forth in a communique 
issued at Washington. The President also called 
upon Congress to make necessary legal changes. 


Russian successes with an intercontinental 
missile and the satellite—which circled the globe 
even as Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Macmillan were 
talking—madeé this the’ most important topic in 
their conversations. And this Russian scientific 
progress also should assure the necessary public 
support for a co-operative Western effort to re- 
gain primacy in the field of the atom. 


Practical application of the Eisenhower-Mac- 
millan agreement calls for amendment of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946, and it certainly 
demands a change in the policies of the Atomic 
Energy ‘Commission. Even then there will be 
work enough for the scientists and adminis- 
trators who must translate the accord into day- 
to-day procedures. 

— . + 

In case of war, these adjustments would be 
maae almost instantly. And it is to be hoped 
that the current situation has aroused a sense 
of emergency strong enough to push them 
through with all possible speed. 

Previous attempts to re-establish something 
of the war-time co-operation between Britain and | 
the United States have come to little, caus- 
ing Winston Churchill to state in 1954 that the 
United States was of no help to his country in 
the development of modern weapons. While al- 
most all interest at that time centered on the 
peaceful application of atomic energy, negotia- 
tions were carried on against the background of 
the McMahon law which was adopted in 1946. 
Then the United States had an A-bomb monopoly 


which it sought to preserve. | 
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Congress first of all stressed security and also 
prohibited, without a joint congressional resolu- 
tion to the contrary, “exchange of information 
with other nations with respect to the use .of 
atomic energy for industrial purposes.” That 
took most of the meaning out of a further pro- 
vision which permitted and encouraged the dis- 
semination of information “to provide that free 
interchange of ideas and criticisms which is es- 
sential to scientific progress.” Nor did the “clari- 
fying” amendment of 1951 do much to point a 
way through a mass of legislative restrictions. 

Under the circumstances, the AEC used its 
discretionary authority to establish the policy of 
prohibiting “any exchange of restricted data on 
design and fabrication of atomic weapons.” Sci- 
entists consistently protested against undue 
secrecy, but the attitude of those earlier years 
was illustrated, if in an extreme form, by 
the charge of lIowa’s Senator Hickenlooper 
against David Lilienthal, first AEC chairman, 
that the law had been violated by shipping radio- 
active research materials to scientific institutions 
abroad. 

Sputnik now suggests how much may have 
been lost because of the acrimony of other 
years. But the clock cannot be turned back. 
Surely there will now be an early merging of 
the talents and the resources of Britain and 
the United States. 
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Pipe for Every New Channel 

Has the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer Dis- 
trict adopted reasonable policies with respect 
to the acute problems posed by St. Louis coun- 
ty’s many storm-water ditches? 

Insofar as existing ditches are concerned, the 
answer in our judgment is Yes. The District 
has accepted responsibility for keeping these 
channels.opien, as it should. 

But beyond that it lacks the financial ability 
to line the sides of the ditches so as to prevent 
erosion of abutting property. Nor shoyld it. 
Storm-water runoff from land adjacent to the 
ditches causes this erosion; its control is the 
responsibility of the individual property owner. 
Drain tile will help. 

Moreover, property owners in every drainage 
area enjoy the right to create a special subdis- 
trict to finance a closed storm sewer. This will 
be costly, naturally; but the cost will accrue 
only to those who benefit. The District ought 
to do all it can to promote the formation of sub- 
districts wherever the storm-water problem is 
acute. 

But insofar as District policy covering the cut- 
ting of new storm-water channels is concerned, 
we believe a change in policy is indicated. The 
District permits new open channels to be cut 
whenever the anticipated flow of storm water 
would exceed the capacity of a sewer pipe 36 
inches in diameter. 

Why should not the District require piping for 
every new channel that it permits subdividers 
to cut, regardless of the size of pipe? 

The principle on which policy ought to be 
based is quite simple: Every subdivider must 
be required to provide covered storm-water drain- 
age for any area he proposes to develop. WNatu- 
rally, he will pass this cost on to those who buy 
in his subdivision. But isn’t it better for the 
homeowner to acquire and enjoy this facility 
before he moves in? 

If the subdivider is permitted to cut large 
open channels, sooner or later the individual 
householders are going to run into erosion dif- 
fieulties. This will be a real problem for them 
—and also for thé District, which will have to 
form a subdistrict to finance a project that 
should have been completed when the neighbor- 
hood was opened. Why not do the job right in 
the first place? 
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Promising to Be Good 

If the House anti-trust subcommittee should 
clean up no more than the troublesome question 
of consent decrees, it will have contributed 
much to our ‘doctrine and practice concerning 
monopoly. 

In consent decrees a civil proceeding is 
dropped by the Government in return for the 
accused's promise to cease certain practices 
complained of, and instead abide by conditions 
specified in a decree of the court. 

Consent settlements simplify the proceedings 
enormously, whatever else may be said of them, 
and they have supplied the conclusion for three 


fourths of all civil anti-trust cases brought in 


the past 20 years. 
They do relatively little to make 


confronting the House subcommittee headed by 
Representative Celler of New York are under 
what circumstances and within what limits con- 
sent decrees should be. resorted to, and with 
what safeguards. 


The Great Farm Migration 

Rural politicians may bemoan the news that 
farm population is continuing its steep decline, 
but this movement, which reflects the techno- 
logical révolution in agriculture, ought to serve 
the over-all national interest in the long run. 
The Census Bureau estimates that 1,861,000 
persons—one out of every'1l1 farm dwellers— 
have moved to the city in the last year. 

This means that hands previously busy in a 
sector of the economy that continues to over- 
produce despite the application of various nos- 
trums now may find useful employment in urban 
industry. They will be producing for use, not 
for storage (and probably ultimate destruction). 
In that respect their departure from the farm 
serves the general welfare. 

In a small way this migration may even prove 
helpful in relation to the problem of our moun- 
tainous agricultural surpluses. At least among 
those of the migrants who previously engaged 
in small-scale commercial farming, their depar- 
ture from the field of food production could 
tend to cut future surpluses fractionally. As 
urban workers, moreover, they become depend- 
ent upon others for food. 

It is possible that those who have quit the 
country may be helping those who remain be- 
hind. In certain instances those still on the 
farms will be able to take over the better land 
that has been abandoned and thereby improve 
their earnings. Unfortunately, however, wher- 
ever this happens there will be little easing of 
pressures toward surpluses. 

In any event, one thing is certain: The nation 
has more farmers than it needs. Every signifi- 
cant reduction in total farm population jis a 
recognition of the changing nature of the farm 
economy. So long as times continue prosperous 
and there are sufficient urban jobs at attractive 
pay to absorb the new arrivals, there ought to 
be little if any individual economic hardship. 

The human problems are something else. 
The adjustments that many of the 1,861,000 
who left the farms this year have. had to make 
undoubtedly were difficult and trying—espe- 
cially in the case of: those who were born and 
reared in the country and did not particularly 
want to leave. This is part of the price of a 
necessary economic change, but for many of the 
individuals involved it may seem a very stiff 
price indeed. 
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Scientific Bulletin 

Investigations into the physics of interconti- 
‘nental propulsion and of super-explosions are 
the scientific enterprises that make the head- 
lines these days. But these are not the only 
fronts on which learned men are probing the 
secrets of nature. 

For example: Dr. Willard C. Myser and Dr. 
James G. Haub of Ohio University’s department 
of entomology and zoology have just reported 
to the Ohio Academy of Science—after a year- 
long study—that males walk faster than females 
by taking longer strides, and that people walk 
faster when the temperature is lower. 

In short, they have discovered what fs known 
to every wife and husband, not to mention the 
fact that people try to “get in out of the cold.” 

Research, it’s wonderful! ‘ 
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Senator Hennings on the Alert 

It is good to see Missouri's Senator Hennings 
following up closely on the 2-to-1 decision of the 
Federal Court of Appeals in Washington which 
justified the use of confidential information in 
the rejection’ of a passport application. 

The case is that of a cosmic ray physicist, Wel- 
don B. Dayton of Corning, N.Y. Mr. Dayton 
applied for permission to go to India so he 
might study at Bombay’s Tata Institute. Secre- 
tary Dulles rejected the application and Judges 
Prettyman and Miller sustained the rejection 
on the grounds of “necessitous circumstances of 
public concern.” Just what these circumstances 
are was not revealed. 

Judge Fahy, former Solicitor General of the 
United States, dissented. He said that Secretary 
Dulles had “not focused upon the question 
whether the grant would be likely to cause 
harm to the national defense or to the conduct 
of foreign affairs.” If this question was not 
faced, then on what proper basis was the pass- 
port application rejected”? 

Certainly the citizen cannot know, in view of 
the secrecy, and it is possible that the applicant 
does not know either. The Secretary charges 
that he was “going abroad to advance the Com- 
munist movement.” But either Mr. Dayton is 
a security risk or he is not one.

The pointed toe styling for women’s shoes is 
coming back with a vengeance after being out 
for 40 years. We don’t know who could be 
happy about it other than the shoe industry, the 
chiropodists and the bunion and corn plaster 
manufacturers. Nevertheless the fashion is be- 
ing set. And it is not only the pointed toe but 
the stiletto and even the needle toe. 

Last year’s record output of 588,000,000 pairs 
of shoes, including 269,600,006 for women, is 
expected to be surpassed this year by more than 
-12,000,000 pairs unless there is some kind of 
‘rebellion. The industry is emphasizing that the 
pointed toe renders obsolete present shoes in 
women’s wardrobes and that women who usually 
buy only two or three pairs a year will now have 
to buy five or six in short order to keep in step 
with fashion. 

Women are being told that today’s average 
size woman’s shoe is a 6B instead of the 4B of 
1920s, that the tapered toe is not intended 
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to make the foot look short but to make a long 
foot look dainty, that it slims down a short fat 
foot.

THE TALES OF RABBI NACHMAN, by ® 
Martin Buber. (Horizon Préss, 214 pgs. : 
$3.50.) 


These tales are a reconstruction of 
the teachings of Rabbi Nachman ¢ 
Bratzlaw. Rabbi Nachmant’a contem- 
porary of, Napoleon, was perhaps the 
most important person in the develop- , 
ment of the Hasidistic movement. 

Hasidism, a form of mysticism, 
sprung from the Kabbala, originated 
in eastern Europe with the Bal Shem 
Tov, the great-grandfather of Rabbi 
Nachman. Its teachings like those of 
the Kabbala were handed down by 
word of mouth. Perhaps the most 
remarkable of these teachings to the 
present day non-mystie is that evil 
does not exist. 


Nachman attempted to emphasize 
the importance of direct =~ with 
God and to discourage the magical as- 
pect of the Zadikim or priesthood Hs 
which Hasidism held in common with 
the Kabbalists. His attempted reform 
marked the end of Jewish mysticism -.. 
according to Buber. ‘ 

His tales are of particular interest 
because of the influence which Hasid- 
ism and particularly these teachings 
have had on Buber and Judaism in .. 
general. They have recently been © 
made available to the English reader 
by Maurice Freedman, a friend and 
biogrepher (“The Life of Dialogue } 
of Buber, who attempts and ofte@ suc- -o» 
ceeds in preserving the force of the ;,. 
German syntax. 
. 
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Martin Buber is one of the most 
eminent and influential of modern | 
philosophers. His success in echiev- .,. 
ing the original meaning of Nachman’s _., 
teachings may perhaps be questioned 
but that he has made them into ex .. 
tremely significant and thought-pro- 
voking sayings and parables is easily 
confirmed by comparison with other —. 
attempts. 

A man of Buber’s sensitivity and 
depth was perhaps uniquely prepared 
to attempt such a reconstruction. 
Buber spent his early days in the 
house of his uncle; Sol Buber, a noted” 
rabbi of Lemburg. After a course of- 
study in the German universities in - 
the fields of philosophy and history 
of art, and several years as a writer 
and editor for the Zionist paper Welt, 
he published “The Tales of Rabbi_ ~ 
Nachman.” Buder went on to teach at 
Berlin and from 1923 until 1933 he 
held the first chair. of philosophy 
awarded at the University of Frank- 
fort. In 1938 he went to the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. 


His influence on contemporary vht- 
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losophy ranks with that of Niebuhr ’ 
and ch. These tales are certainly . 
of interest to students of philosopi. . 
and admirers of Buber*but they are -- 
also of interest to the general active- 
minded reader.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 — 
Two former members of the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
and the manager of the AEC’s 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) installation 
testified yesterday that electric 
power from the proposed Dix- 
on-Yates generating plant was 
not needed by the AEC. 

The witnesses were Henry 
D. Smyth and Eugene M. Zuck- 
ert, who opposed the now-dis- 
credited Dixon-Yates contract 
while they were on the com- 
mission, and Sam R. Sapirie, 
manager of the Oak Ridge dis- 
trict, which includes AEC fa- 
cilities at Paducah, Ky., Ports- 
mouth, O., and St. Louis, as 
well as Oak Ridge. 

An attorney for the govern- 
ment, which is the defendant 
in a $1,893,586 damage suit 
brought by the Dixon-Yates 


private utility combine, asked | 


Sapirie: “Did the AEC at that 
time (the period in which the 
contract was being negotiated) 
need power at Memphis?” 

“We did not need power at 
Memphis,” Sapirie replied. 

“Was the AEC in need of 
any additional power at Pa- 
ducah?” the attorney inquired. 
“We did not need additional 
power at Paducah,” Sapirie an- 
swered. 

Oak Ridge Needs. 

The attorney then asked: 
“Was there need for additional | 
power at Oak Ridge?” Sapirie 
replied: ‘We were in need of 
some additional. power at Oak | 
Ridge. Ultimately, we nego- 
tiated a contract with the Ten- | 
nessee Valley Authority for an 
additional 190,000 kilowatts at | 
Oak Ridge.” 

Sapirie was manager at Oak 
Ridge in 1953 and 1954, the 
period in which the Dixon- 
Yates contract was discussed, 
negotiated and signed. Sapirie, 
who still holds that job, told’ 
reporters afterward that the 
controversial plan to feed pri- 
vate power into the lines of 
the TVA “was just a burden 
to us.” 

Ostensibly, the power gen- 
erated at the privately-financed 
Dixon-Yates plant was to be 
sold to the AEC to replace 
TVA power needed at atomic 
installations. This permitted 
the AEC, under the law, to 
sign a contract with the Dixon- 
Yates combine. 

Actually, TVA would have 
been forced to use the private 
power to supply the city of 
Memphis, where a power short- 
age was foreseen as a result 
of AEC demands on TVA's gen- 
erating capacity. TVA had 
asked to build a new generat- 
ing plant of its own to meet 
Memphis’s future needs. | 

Democratic Protest. | 

When the Dixon-Yates plan 
became known, some Demo- 
cratic Senators charged that it 
was a scheme to limit TVA’s 
growth and keep down the'§ 
agency's appropriations. They 
said TVA would have refused. 
to sign the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract, so the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration chose the AEC as 
the Government's contracting 
agent with the private utilities. 

Sapirie said yesterday the 
reason for locating the Dixon- 
Yates plant in the Memphis 
area, rather than at Paducah 
as originally proposed, was to 
meet TVA’s need for power in 
Memphis, not to fill AEC re- 
quirements 

Expressing similar views. 
Smyth testified: ‘I did not see 
that there was any reason to 
Suppose that any of that power 
‘from the Dixon-Yates plant) 
was relevant to the needs of 
the AEC. The AEC had no in- 
Stallation at Memphis.” 

Smyth, who served on the 
AEC from 1949 until 1954. is 
now chairman of the Board of 
Scientific and Engineering Re- 
search at Princeton University. 
He and Zuckert, a Washington 
attorney, wrote a letter to Row- 
land R. Hughes, then Deputy 
Director of the 
April 16, 1954. 

In it, the two commissioners 
Said: 

“The present proposal 
(Dixon-Yates) would create a 
situation whereby the AEC 
would be contracting for power, 
not one kilowatt of which 
would he used in connection 
with commission 
activities. 

“The creation of such a con- 
tractual relationship would 
place upon the commission a 
continuing responsibility dur- 
ing the 25-year life of the con- 
tract for stewardship in respect 
to matters irrelevant to the 
mission of the commission.”

The Principia concert series 
was inaugurated last night in 
Howard Hall, as Joseph Lieb- 
ling conducted the 20 Master 
Singers in an unusually inter- 
esting and diversified program 
ranging from the Sixteenth 
Century to the present day. 


The offerings included works 
by Giovanni Gabrielli, Lotti, | 
Sebastian Bach, Poulenc, James | 
Cohn and Mr. Liebling him- 
self, as well as an assortment | 
of Sixteenth and Seventeenth | 
Century English madrigals, 
some,Liebling arrangements of 
Negro spirituals and excerpts 
frorh “Carousel,” 

The Master Singers are pro- 
fessionals all, but they are not 
hard-bitten. They sing with 
spirit and enthusiasm, and 
they seem to indulge in a 
minimum of restraint. As a 
result, certain shortcomings 
may be noted; periodic lapses 
in pitch, occasional harshness 
of tone quality, and a general 
indifference toward the more 
subtle nuances of shading and 
dynamics tend to mar the over- | 
all effect. One might also | 
observe a tendency — happily, 
no more than a tendency— 
toward sloppy diction. 

But, having recorded the 
faults (simply to show you 
how attentive I am to such 
matters), I am compelled to 
admit that they amount to very 
little, for the Master Singers 
made music, and that apparent- 
ly simple achievement trans- 
cends any and all trivial lapses 
from technical perfection. The 


Bach motet “Singet dem 
Herrn” flowed with intense 
vitality, if not with the con- 


trapuntal transparency which 
Bach and I would have liked 
to hear; and even though the 
Philistines in the audience be- 
came bored during the austere 
chorale, and vented their im- 
patience by coughing, the per- 
formance was rewarding and 
memorable. 

Of course, enthusiasm by ‘it- 
self does not produce success- 
ful performance, but it should 
not be supposed that enthusi- 
asm is the only virtue of the 
Master Singers. They are an ex- 
tremely capable ensemble, and | 
Mr. Liebling is an extremely | 


capable conductor. They are | 
Simply a bit rough around the | | 
edges. But, then, they are 


young, as a group, and time 
has a way of mellowing rough | 
youth.
